£ eſpecially by an Ordinance intituled, [' 4» Ordinance of the Lords 
JJ and Commons aſſembled in Parliament, to enable the Right Howourable, 
BE EDWAR D,Farlof Mancheſter,zo put in exution all former Ordi- 
24nces for ſequeſtring Delinquents Eſtates ] by vercue of which Ordinance, power 
is given me, of purting in others into the power and place of ſuch as I finde unfic 
for ths ſaid work of Sequeſtration, and inveſt tkem in the power given by the 
{:id Ordinances, to fuch as are exprefled therein : And whereas divers good 
forms and orders are preſcibed,and inftruftions given by the ſaid Qrdigances for 
the effeCtuall and Faithfull execution of the ſaid works of ſequeſtration : which di- 
yers perſons of mean and low condition ( not nominated in any the ſaid Ordi.. 
nances) called Added-ſequeſtracors, raking ſolely upon them the work of Seque= 
Sration,wilfully miſtaking, or through cheir ignorance and illiteraceceſſe, not un. 
derſtariding the ſaid Ordinances, do divide themfelves into three and three in a 
company,taking ſo much lands and goods to themſelves to be managed, aQin 
in 2 hidden, private,and myſterious way, by vertue of which, the value of the ſaid 
ſequeſtred parcells are onely known to the company of three;no publick Records 
or Regeſters kepr, no Inventories mace ( according ro the inſtruftions given in 
the foreſaid Ordinances,their accounts either not given up, ( by which I might 
diſcover my third part aſsigned Jor with much difficulry;and then onely given up 
in groſſe , without any particulers expreſsed; ( an unfit way for any, much more 
for ſuch mean Agents)not without ſufpition of much fraud and deceir ro the Com- 
mon-wealth; which doth appear to me not onely by the form and manner, bur al. 
fo by the effect and fruit of cheir Ations(confidering the Barnes were full of corn, 
the grounds ſtock'd, and much wood and houſhold-ſtuffe being ſold ) being {o 
(mall,as may juilly render them ſuſpeRed , and that theſe fruitfull grounds will 
hereafter be utterly truitleſſe,to the loſſe of the State in generall, or the liccle frain 
imbeziled,to the great hinderance of the preſent Service-rto adde to theſe,the con.
